taken* If more specific details are requested by the Committee 
or if the veracity of the summary is qu estioned, then ihe State 
Department file will be made available. 

With respect to employees against whom administrative 
action is taken, Ur. Ford said it was his understanding ^Jir* Donald 
Nichol^n will make available a summary of information and action 
to the committee* If anything is doubted or questioned^ then 
the State Department file will be made avaiJx ble.

On May 12 Senrtor Henry CeboU^Lodge, Jr. called to «ec me atating 
he desired to discuss with ma informally and confidentially the inattcra 
which had developed in connection with the review of the State Department 
files in the 81 cases being considered by the Tydinga Committee* 

He stated that he and other members of the Committee were now 
reviewing these files at the White House and after several days of such 
review he did not know whe^er he was stupid or ignorant but he was terribly 
confused about the contents of the files In that the files contained no recom-* 

n.cndationa and in cases where f_oyaUy hearings had not been held by the 
State Department there was no indication as to why they had not been held* 
He stated furthermore that in romc inetancea thvjrc was no indication that 
various leads had been foUovvcd out which appeared in the files snd he was 
wondering whether I could give him my reaction upon the seme, 

I told the Senator that of course I had not seen the files and was tiot 
therefore in a position to 8p^:dk authoritatively about them, I stated that 
in 80 far as the FBI reports were concerned obviously we reached no con- 
clusion because that wes not our function, but that we did endeavor to follow 
out every lead which we developed and also endeavored to indicate the reliabi 
of the source from which we obtained the information* The Senator stated he

Mr. Poyton Ford called and atated he had hwn talking to the AWorr.ey

tion of the Senate* 

No ran could at this timo duplicate and bring together all of the 
vast amount of inforn.aticn painstakingly- gathered by the F.B.I., the 
C.I .A. J Anay Intelligence, !Javy Intelligence, etc. Therefore, I was 
faced with the choice of giving the Senate the infonriatlon in the files^ • 
' knowing' that it would be difficult beyond words to prove the charges un- 
less the President would cooperate with the Congress and make available 
to it all of the necessary files. ' (*'■' ■ " y-;

by the situation in the State jDepartKent, the Bureau sent over to the 
State Department on that date a detailed chart listing what they con* 
sidered as Soviet agents^ con&iunistsy coicmunlst sympathizers^ and suspects*. 
As far as I know this is the only tino that the F.6.T. has attempted to 
evaluate the material gathered hy it; otherwise, it has been as you know 
r.jtrely a fact fint^ng boc?.y, subraittiiig the proof to the Attorney General 
or to y;hoever else required it. 

The subnission of the list of Soviet agents, nocir.unists, etc., 
to the State Cepartrxnt ty the >\B.I« met v.lth such kittle favorable 
activity on the part of the State Departrxcnt that as far as I know the 
3i;r.!;£\i has nevor subrrilteJ a like chart since that date, 

I have phcto^l^ted fa^e 29 and part of paj^c 30 of the report, ??hich 
shed sore light on this chart. It shows for e:<ar:i Ic on Iv:ay 15, 19^7$ 
there v/cre in the State Departn.cnt a total of l^l. c gentry, coa^Ji.uniets, 
s/r^ athlzers, and suspects, in the opinion of the F.B.I, D\;rirjg 
the tviO rionths tv^iicd betiieea thti time that chart was sut^itted by 
the F. B. I. and the tif.;0 this report v^as i-ade; c-iiy IC of these in- 
dividuals were gotten rid of, leaving in the State Department 106 whom 
the F, B. I. had nailed • 

You will note that* at the tine this report was rade there were 
on the payroll of the State Departr.ent, according to the F. B. I»*6 
evaluation of the infornation in its own files, 11 agents, 10 corrjnunists, 
11 sympathizers, and 74 suspects, making a tctal of 106. Monnally it 
could be assuined that the least that the State DepartHient would have done 
when they were notified by the F,. B. I. on Vaj 15, that the State 

Departnent had on its payroll 20 communist agehts, that the least it would 
have done would be to suspend all of those men, pending a couple te and 
thorough invest igation« Certainly there was do reaaooii^^-'IO^ •••^ *a*b, „ 
nanad Igr the B. I should be f9und on the State pepartiDeat'a payroll

^itb that lack of interest on the part pf the State Department 
it is understandable why the F« B. I, bocai^^i disgusted with the Depart-

At least 3 ot thor-c listed as communist agents by the F« B* I« 
three years p.go are still holdin;^ hlf:h positions in the State Eepartment* 
For any one v;ho says McCarthy must give the proof that those men are 
coTTinunist agents, let me tell you nr/.^ that will be I'npossible for me 
individually to do. I an v/Uling to rely upon the evalaation niade of 
those individuals by the B. I. nliea the Bureau sendsa ch:^.rt to the 
State Deparl'^nt saying these men are agents of the communiEt party, I 
am satisfied th,it thsy iu*cuesti:)nably either are agents or so close to 
the category of agent s, that under no circuinstances should they be retained 
in the Department. 

The Senate will note that the number listed by the F. B. I. as 
agents, co.-^in^unists, suspects, etc., and retained by the State Deptrtr^ent 
'Mas 106. The Senate will also recall that I first gave the conodttee 
81 nanos and later on an additional 23, making a total of 106. i want to 
make it clear, ho;vever, that the fact the State Department retained 1C6 
named by the P. B. !• and the fact that I gave the committee a list of 
106 is merely a coincidence. Ihe 106 names on the P. B. I. list are 
not identical to the 106 names which I gave to the committee. The 3 
mentioned whom the F. B. I. labeled as communist agents and who are 
•till in the State Department are, of course, on the Bureau's ll.-t «nd

Senate a complete pictxire of hoiv niany of the total of 106 agents, Ccmuiiist 
syjapatMaers, etc., are still on the State Department's payroll and in what, 
if aay, branch of the government those v/ho were periEitted to resign are 
still working. 

ThQ names of those 3 whom the Bureau said were agents on I5ay 15, 
1947 and are still in the Departjnent, are available to the S'^nate or to 
the coircittee. Those names are included among the 106 names that 1 gave 
to the committee. 

If the committee de£ir»:-3 more specif ic' inforralicn as to those 
3 agents it may have it. Hovrever, I think it \<ould be reasonable to insist 
that the comoiittee subpoena and obtain the F.B.I, chart mentioned in 
this report and then investigate not merely the 3 that I have been able 
^ to run down, but the entire 106 the Department Insisted on retainii^ and 
also find out inhere the 18 who tsrere allowed to resign are now employed. 

And keep in mind, those men listed as Communist agents were listed 
as such by the Federal Bureau of Investigation.
